Applicants hereby respond to the Examiner's restriction requirement set forth in the 
Office Communication dated March 23, 2007. 

To be completely responsive to the Office Action, and without acquiescing in the 
propriety of the restriction requirement, Applicants elect to pursue Group IV (claims 23-35) 
drawn to a method of detecting a gene activation event comprising the use of a peptide-tagged 
lipocalin reporter expressed in a transgenic non-human animal, wherein the lipocalin is 0- 
lactoglobulin. The Examiner has also required species elections for 1) an epitope selected from 
SEQ ID NOs: 1-12 and, 2) one or a combination of promoter elements from those listed in 
claims 29-30. To comply with the species requirements, Applicants elect 1) SEQ ID NO: SEQ 
ID No. 1 which is EQKLISEEDL from c-myc, and 2) promoter element Cyplal. Applicants 
also reserve the right to file a supplemental response
